1 . Several amendments of record are not in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 73 
(amendment practice for reissue). Specifically, the prelim amendment filed 10/23/03 is 
non-compliant because new claims were not underlined in entirety. Also the preliminary 
amendment to the spec filed 1 0/23/03 is non-compliant because deleted subject matter 
is shown with strikeout (rather than properly shown with bracketing).
